deducted the $2.10 which he had re­ 
paid to the girl from his (Haines') 
wages. 
He also claimed 95 cents due 
f>>r extra work at Lie hotel. 
Several 
alleged settlements

terminated in Haines bringing suit for 
the $2.10 fare deducted plus the 95 
cents was due for work.

tive storm swept over southern and 
southeastern Ohio. 
At Chiilicothe the 
Germ an Methodist 
church 
was 
u n­ 
roofed and a part of the steeple of St 
Peter's church w as blown away. 
Thirty children w ere rehearsing a 
play in Mem >rial hall when the steeple 
from the Third 
street 
Presbyterian 
church and a pile of brick s crashed 
through the roof. 
None was seriously 
hurt but mauy were bruised by flying 
brick s. 
St Josep h’s church, near Somerset, 
in P erry county, was p artly unroofed 
and two pinnacles from the tower fell 
through the rem aining portion of the 
roof. 
The dam age is estim ated 
at 
several thousand dollars. 
In Som er­ 
set the house of Albert Love was u n­ 
roofed and the family had a narrow 
escape. 
M usk ingum county w as also swept -\ 
by the storm. 
At Zanesville the roof j 
was blown off the factory of the S. A. 
W eller P ottery company. 
A dozen 
girls were Just leaving the building 
and 
narrow ly 
escaped 
Injury. 
At 
Roseville, near Zanesville, a pottery 
building and a hotel w ere unroofed. 
Many small buildings w ere damaged. 
Pittsburg, April 11.—N ot since the 
establishm ent of the w eather bureau 
35 years ago has this city been visited 
by so severe a storm as has just been 
experienced. 
D uring the six m inutes 
that it lasted hail stones averaging 
tw o inches in d iam eter fell, strik ing 
pavem ents with a sound sim ilar to he 
rattle of m usk etry. 
So great was the 
force of the storm that sk ylights were 
brok en in houses 
and 
hundreds of 
panes of glass were demolished In 
greenhouses, exposing the flowering 
plants to a pitiless hail of ice. 
D am ­ 
age estim ated at >5,000 was w rought 
to the various conservatories through­ 
out the city. 
T elegraph and telephone 
com panies also suffered to a consid­ 
erable extent. 
The hail storm followed an unusu­ 
ally heavy downpour of rain. 
As the 
rain became heavier the tem perature 
began to grow cold, the therm om eter 
falling to 56, a drop of 20 degrees in 
less than 10 minutes. 
As great balls of ice. coated with a 
crust of snow, began to fall panic 
seized upon pedestrians, who scurried 
to cover. 
Horses w ere 
so 
terror- 
strick en that several 
runaw ays 
oc­ 
curred in various sections of the city. 
W ithin three m inutes afte r the hall 
began to fall the ground was white 
with 
little snow balls. 
Those who j 
chanced to be riding in street cars 
w ere startled by the heavy thud, thud, | 
of the icy particles which stiuck the t 
car roofs and bounded out Into the 
streets, only to rebound from the force 
of the impact and leap again lik e liv­ 
ing things into the air.

Nt \v <’ast!e, Co!., April 11.— A big 
pack t:ain and camp outfit for Presi­ 
dent 
Kooseveit's 
Colorado 
hunting 
party has received hurry up orders to 
move and Guide« Jak e Borah and John 
Goff headed the procession of nearly 
106 hors*-* and 60 dogs which started 
for the Johnson ranch. 20 miles south 
of N e w Castle, where camp will be 
pitched for a week or 10 days. 
As 
soon a* the camp is well established 
the extra men, as wed 
as 
several 
ranchmen and trappers, will scour the 
country in search of bear track s. They 
will carefully note all ttoe signs and 
general locations so that when the 
president starts out there will be no 
delay in look ing for track s. 
Citizens of New Castle are planning 
a novel reception to the president next 
Saturday morning, which will bo sub­ 
ject to his approval. 
It is proposed 
that a grand parade be held in which 
President Roosevelt shall ride so he 
can be seen by the citizens. 
At the 
head of t he procession will be a large 
brown bear in a cage. 
This animal 
was recently captured and he is now 
at the home of Frank Hil iard, where 
he 
ha s k il’ed at least a dozen dogs 
and injured several men who ventured 
too near him. 
Goff and Borah will 
put their pack of hounds in a corral 
and the bear will be given an hour's 
start for the hills. 
Then the pack s 
will lie set on the trail and President 
Roosevelt, 
Dr. 
Lambert, 
Philip 
B. 
Stewart and the guides will follow in 
hot pursuit. 
This is planned to be 
the official start of the hunt. 
Pre s ide nt Ride s Afte r Wolv e s . 
Frederick , Ok la.. April 
11.—Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt's wolf hunt began early 
in the morning at Camp RvKisevelt, IS 
miles southeast of Frederick . 
A pack 
of 46 dogs under direction of John 
Abernathy, a wolf k iller, chased the 
game. 
Three wolves were k illed be­ 
fore dinner, the president being al­ 
ways at the head of the procession of 
riders. 
The hunt was resumed at 1 
o’clock in the afternoon with the party 
of riders reduced to 16 men. No guns 
are used. 
Governor Thomas B. Fergu­ 
son will arrive today to greet the 
president. 
It Is expected that Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt ami Governor Fergu­ 
son will attend a banquet given by 
the business men of Frederick Wed­ 
nesday night. 
Fort Worth, Texas, April 11.—Secre­ 
tary Uieb and his assistants are con­ 
fident that President Roosevelt and 
his party are enjoying to the fullest 
possible extent their wolf and jack 
rabbit hunt ou the Deep Red creek in 
Ok lahoma. 
No communication of any character 
has been had with the president since 
he departed Saturday. 
A large batch 
of official mail was received but it was 
of an unimportant character. 
None 
of it was forwarded to the president. 
Storm Caus e s No Anx ie ty . 
No concern is entertained because 
of the report that a* w ind storm passed 
over Ok lahoma. 
Secretary Ixieb was 
told that one of the president’s tents 
had been blown down 
"Well, I guess 
he has It up again by this time." the 
secretary replied. 
From rejxirts it is 


tioi believed the storm touched Pan­ 
ther Springs, where the party is said 
to be in eanip. 
There has been no alteration In the 
plans for the Colorado trip, which will 
begin on Thursday. The White House 
staff in charge of the temporary office 
in Fort Worth will arrive in Freder­ 
ick , Ok la., Thursday night and join 
the president and those of his hunting 
companions who are to be members 
of the Colorado party. 
Citizens of 
Trinidad. Col., and of Denver are pre­ 
paring to give the president a warm 
welcome if he can be induced to stop 
on the way 
to 
or 
from 
Colorado 
Springs. 
It is probable 
that 
both 
Trinidad and Denver will he disap­ 
pointed. 
Some stops may be made In 
returning to Washington late in May, 
but no program has been arranged 
definitely.
